Dr Duparon’s report on tho Peking 
Hospital just to hand covers the three 
years 1875-77, during the greater part of 
which period he was on leave, the strictly 
medical part of his work being under- 
taken by Dr Bushell, whom he thanks 
for his unwearied and painstaking super- 
intendence, and the general management 
of the hospital being attended to by the 
Reys. J. Gilmour and 8, E. Meech whose 
services are also warmly acknowledged. 
The hospital is doing an important and 
large work. Within the three years

Brief descriptions of a few of the more 
important cases aro given, which aro of 
interest more to the professional than to 
the general render; notes ara given of 
distinguished patients who havo. died, 
wich ure of more interest to the lay 
reader. During the three years under 
review several distinguished ‘persons, 
formerly patients of the Hospital and 
subsequently’ sincere personal friends 
of the superintendent of the Institution, 
man > 
have passed away, the loss of whom is 
deeply regretted. He mentions the 
cases of Chang-en, a Manchu and Vice- 
President of the Board of Punishment ; 
Chung Shib, (elder brother to Chun 
How, the late Ambassador to Tinaial 
formerly Governor of Szechuen, , and 
latterly’ of Shing King in which post he 
died; ‘the Tourgouth Prince, whose case 
is q. most interesting one; Prince Tch- 
ei-tse; Mr Wang, an official of the 
card of Worke; Mr Heieh, a Sien 
Sheng or teacher of’ some note; Chéng 
Lin, one of the Lieutenant Governors 
of the City and a minister of the 
Foreign Office &c.° ‘These notes and the 
quotations from tablets and letters 
of gratitude given to the doctor are 
indicative of great confidence in Western 
science ‘and the great “imedical ‘skill of 
Dr Dudgeon. tthe Tourgouth Prince 
is spoken of’as ‘a young and amiable 
gentleman; “I have seldom met,” says 
the doctor, “in many. respects a more ¢8~ 
timable young man.” He had come to 
Peking for che.usual presentation to the 
Emperor; tho insurrection in his native 
Ili took place shortly after his arrival 
and partly by promises: and favours and 
partly by threats he . was detained 
as o kind of hostage. by _ the 
Chinese Government, the latter hoping 
through him’ to keep up_ relations 
with that country, to gain hélp from 
him against the Mehommedan rebels 
and to prevent him going over to Rus-, 
sia, Tho Prince wos o man under 30 
years of age.and was introduced, to the 
doctor by his friend the Duke .Kwen.

He makes. special 
reference to ‘the ‘publication he made 
something like a-year ago,to-which wo 
gave prominence at the time, regardin 
the preparations of-opium with specia 
reference to the white powder prepared 
and sold by foreign drug ists at Shang- 
hei and Hongkong, an Fought largely 
by the Chineseas an snti-opium remedy, 
The analysis of. these powders showed 
their constitution to be morpbia ond 
starch. Some good has been done, the 
report says, by exposing in the public 
press and otherwise this wholesale de- 
ception, The Chinese are ignorant of 
chemistry and of the active principles of 
drugs, and they have consequently been 
led ‘by the white colour of the hydrochlo- 
rate of morphia to believe that itis not 
opium. ‘hess powders havo~’ con- 
sequently sent the conscience cf the 
country to slesp. To tho “‘literature- 
shop” a lon -perageeplt of the report is 
devoted, with the object of, hering. what 
westorn literature is sought after by the 
Chinese and’ how far foreign ideas may 
be supposed to be ermeating the people.

to judge.” Ho pute it, howover, that the 
endless stool-wire rope lino worked by a 
stationary engino doos not carry with it 
that permanence which such av expensive 
-scheme-demands,—We-confoss. 
tho moss at hand for repairs which Hong- 
kong farnishes, we fail to grasp this argu- 
mont of Mr Alford’s; but until the estimates 
tor such # line are placed bofore the public, 
it would probably be promaturo to hazard 
on opinion as to tho difficulty or expense 
of its maintenance, Supposing, for in- 
stanco, that what may be familiarly termed 
the “ Vesuvian” lino ware to cost only a

Chugatchak is to the North-East of Kuldja, 
colons to the frontior, Tso has spparentiy 
one wing of hixy army resting on Kashgar 
tothe South-West and the other to the 
North-East at Chagutchak, extending over 
some 600 miles, The Russians, we know, 
wore concentrating at Kuldjs, and es they 
must have by this time ovcupied the Muzart 
Pass, they are placed like a wedge la the 
centre of Tao's long straggling line, so that 
they can overwhelm his forces in detail: 
Reinforcementa aro being sent to Tso in the 
shape of the Mongolian Bennermen armed 
with bows and arrows, 


Tae Bowen has brought further details of 
the utter collapse of the Marquls de Ray’s 
Colonization acheme in New Ireland and 
the enfferings of the colonists; a full ac- 
count of the extirpation in flame.and blood 
of the Kelly gang, of new discoveries of rich 
gold and tin mines in the Clokesy river in 
Northern Queensland, and of the rush of 
aver 1000 Ohineso toa gold field in the 
Northern Torritory on the Margaret river 
about 100 miles from Port Darwin, and 
that the Chinose have taken to rioting and 
fighting among themaelver, the European 
Police trooper or two in the Territory beinw 
utterly powerless to preserve order, and 
being rezarded with contempt by the Chi- 
nose. It,is said that 24h, 701b, and 127ib, 
nuggets havo boen found by the Chiaere 
on this new gold field. Some apprehenstons 
ara entortaioed by the authorities in Port 
Darwin an to the influx of Chinese that ts 
now sure 10 sat in from here and Hongkong 
into the Territory, and the South Austra- 
lian Governmont is appealed to to take 
measures to proservo order.—Straits Times 


Tne E. & A, Co.'s steamer Brisbune, says 
the Straits Times, brought the news that a 
large goldfield had been discovered on the 
Adolaide river about 100 miles from Port 


Darwin, Tho Chinese at once flocked to the 
spot and some of them found nuggots of 
great valuc which they not unwisely resolved 
to place beyond fear by walking off with 
them and securing their passage by the 
Brisbane. They aro now here awaiting an 
opportunity to leavo for China. It is said 
one nugget found weighs 127 tbs, The 
Europeans who ventured early upon the scene 
of the find were boaten off by the Chinese. 


Reregrine to the Peking Correspondent’s 
letter of the 27th of July, which we repro- 
duced from the Shanghal Meroury the other 
day, concerning the retirement of Tung- 
hsun, as one of the Ministers of the Tsung-

(3) Treaty with 
Austria-Hungary 1869.

Gordon left 
Peking either on the Slat ult, or the 1st 
inst., and that he only spent two daya io 
the capital. He bad arrived in Tientsin 
when the Fung shun left on the Srd inst., 
and it is said that it is his belief that the 
high authorities in Poking are drifting into 
serious complications, from which it will 
not bo casy to extricate themselves, inde- 
pendent of the Rossian difficulty, Various 
rumours were current as to his probable 
movements, and an impression prevailed in 
certain quarters that he had realgned his 
commission in the British army, Mean- 
while he was to ba the gnest of H.E. Li 
Hung-chang. While in tho ospitel it fs 
alleged advances were held out to him by 
Priaca Ch'un, whose antagonism to Li 
Hang-chang shows no abatement, An- 
other correspondent saya it is hazard- 
ons to form av opinion from the little 
information obtainable as to the state of 
affairs in the capltel, and he adds that ‘‘ wo 
moy be all surprised some morning by 
finding that precisely the contrary to what 
in all appearances is likely to take place has 
actually occurred.” One thing alone seems 
certain, namely, that grave dissousions 
lo exist among the principal statesmen 
connested with the Chineso Government 
atising.outof the Rypaian difficulty, and it 
remains to be seen. whether these dissen- 
siona will develcp into differenoss of more 
sorlous conseq'tence to Obina than war 
with a forelgn Power, or whether the now 
estranged partieswill each make conces- 
sious and arrive ata settlement without a 
resort to extreme measure, At present it 
would appear that the Chinese authorities 
tn Peking aro not disposed to act on tho 
advice of a peacemaker, and it is unlikely 
that Li Hung-chang will subordinate him- 
self to their wiahos.. Tho report that Colonel 
Gurdon has resigned his commission is 
most significant, if true, but we think it 
should be accepted with extreme reserva-

THE LARGEST ORIOKETING SCORE 
ON RECORD. 


To the Editor of the “Curwa Maru.” 


Hongkong, Aug. 11. 
€1n,—I ought to be greatly obliged to 
your Osnton correspondent, ‘* Victorian ” 
for his corrections, and your readers doubt- 
less aro grateful for auch an interestinz ad- 
dition to cricket literature, as his record of 
the big Australian innings undoubtedly is, 

When | pointed out the othor day that 
Renny-Tailyour’s “331 aot out” was not 
the best score on record as stated, | quoted 
from memory ; and in referring to Grace's 
$44in a first class match my words werr, 
“ Gentlemen vorsus Playors if I remember 
rightly.” Bell's Life did not happen to be 
handy st the time, so I could not quote 
partioulara relating to tho match tn ques- 
tion, although I felt quite certain that my 
figures were correct, 

Your correspondent observes that he takes 
exception to the last sentence in my letter, 
which reads:—‘‘The largest gross score 
ever made in a single innings, by the Royal 
Engineers, 724 for eight wickets, in 1876, 
was mainty owing to Renny-Tailyour’s 
splendid battlog.” As it appears that the 
last named player only scored 26 in that 
poricular match, it mast have been quite 
evident to every person who knows any- 
thing at all about Royal-Engineer cricket, 
that, quoting from memory, I made the 
simple mistake of confoundiag two oolebrat- 
ed matches. About the time the above 
match was played, the same team made an 
almost equally extraordinary soore, '* msiv- 
ly owing to Ronny-Tailyour’s splendid bat- 
ting,” and although I regret being unable 
to givo exact particulars as to date and 
fizures, 1 have no doubt that Lieut, Friend, 
of our Hongkong Cricket Olub, who was 
playing in good form for the Sappers that 
season, remembers the match quite well, 
and oould furnish ‘ Viotorian” with all 
necessary details. 

Howevor it waa not my slip about Renny- 

a individual-score that *! Viol ” 


took exception to, Ihad the audacity to 
olaim for a well-known English Olab the 
honor of having made the largest gross score 
ina single innings ever recorded. *' Vio- 
torlan” admits that 724 for elght wicketa 
was “truly an extraordinary match,” but 
goes on to say that, ‘one played by a very 
strong Tasmanian Eleven versus Hast 
Melbourne—one of the strongest clubs in 
Australia—was more remarkable, and is 
the largeat soore ever made in a good, or 
indeed any match,” 1 leave it to cricketers 
to decide whether the score of the Hast 
Meibourne or Tasmanian eleven (Victorian 
gots rather mixed as to which team mado 
the big score) 742 runs for 10 wickets ia 
really a ‘‘more remarkable” performance 
than the Engineer's 724 for $ wickota, leaving 
out of the question the probability that in 
the one case the opposiag team was com- 
posed of fourth rate Qolonlal players, 
whereas the Engineers were opposed by the 
“J Zingari,” one of our crack English 
Clubs. That D, Oampbell, Aran, and 
owls, are first-rate cricketers, admits of no 
manner of doubt, as their performances 
against high-claas English form have been 
undeniable. ‘‘ Victorian” favors us with 
another alice of information for which we 
ought to be gratefal, although it is hard to 
see what reference it has to the “ largeston 
record,” ‘The Australian Eleven at pre- 
sent in Eingland had up to June 24th playod 
10 matches--winning 8 and drawing 2.” 
Does Bell Life tell bim nothing more than 
that? Permit to me supplement your cor- 
reapondent’s statement with the followiny, 
which can be verified by reference to any of 
the respectable metropolitan sporting 
journals. The Australiao Eleyon havo 
only played one match against an Knglish 
representative team, namely, Yorkshire, 
and although they scored a somewhat 
fluky victory, the tables were turned in a 
aingle innings matoh on the same day. The 
remainder of the victories have been 
achieved against a weak Dorbyshirs eleven, 
and local eighteens, and are certainly nothing 
to boast of, tis readily admitted on all 
hands that the.team is a remarkably strong 
one both in batting and bowling, aod the 
smart fielding of the “ Kingaro.s” might 
advantageously be copied by even our best 
county elevens ; ‘but that does not justify 
* Viotorian” in trying to palm off bloudiess 
and inglorious victories over local doffers, 
as a proof that his countrymen are carrying 
all beforo them against the bes: cricketers 
of the old country, It isa fact mach to be 
rotted that this crack Australian Eleven 
ilt have"io opportunity of trying. their 
best against an equal namber of English 
representative players, but the blickguard 
treatment which Lord Harris's team received 
during thelr visit tothe Antipodes and the 
openly avowed mercenary alms of the pre- 
aont tour in England, bave all but placed 
the Australians outside tho pale of respoct-

Fecsived an auswer, which I cannot refrain 
from giving to your readers as an example 


of politeness :— 
“30th July, 1880. 
Mr P, baa already been told what to 
do about his letters; there never are any for 


him, and it is requested that thease incessant 
applications ba atopped. 4.” 
hether this was from the Post-maater 
himself I am not in a position to say, but 
I think it bears his initials ; nevertheloss, 
whoever it came ai I consider oe a a 
ungentlemanly reply to an enguirer. 
webave no right to make applications for 
our lesters that are ad “care Post 
Office,” the sooner the aamo fs publicly 
known the better, for it will save a great 
waste of time now spent by many in 
making -enquirlea, The officlals always 
answered my enquiries by saying there 
were no letters for me; but to-day, re- 
ceiving Intelligence that there was one for 
me, I rant a messenger up with a chit to the 
office but with the uanual result; it waa said 
thore was none. Not feeling satisfied I 
again sent up later in the day and reosived 
aletter from Europe bearing the date of 
arrival in Hongkong July 4th, without any 
explanation of why it had not beon de 
livored before. Your readers will seo that 
Lhave been kept out of thts for over five 
wooks by the negligence aud indifference 
of the Postal Authoritles, and in conse 
quence I have been put to great expense 
and trouble that might have been avoided. 
Trusting that a little more care in the 
future may bo exercised in tho delivery of 
letters, ra 
la >

[Our correspondent’s letter rather took 

us by surprise, the whole administration of 


postal matters in this Colony and partica- ; 


larly the peraonal civility of the Postmaster 
General having always recommended them- 
selves to us as boing as nearly perfect as 
could be. We have enquired into the mat- 
ter and find that the 147th rule of the 
Postal Guide fully provides for this mattor; 
it runs as follows :— 

“ Asa general rule, requests to keep the 
letters of one Individual out of the box of 
the firm to which be belonge or belonged 
cannot be complied with so long as his let- 
ters are addressed to that firm. Otherwise 
the whole correspondence of that firm would 
bo eubject to delay. The sime rule applies 
to complimentary b>xes which are est apart 
to facilitate the delivery of letters to a 
whole set of addrossees, whose correspond- 
ence should not be delayed for the conve- 
nienco of one person.” 

Again, in paragraph 105, these words 
oceur :— 

“The bualness of the Post Office is to 
deliver correspondence as directed . . 
Requeata of a complicated natu-e cannot be 
entertalned. Correspondence directed to the 
care of boxholders in Hungkong must, 
without exception, be delivered os address. 

..... As & goneral rule, whatever 
can be dono by a friend outside will not be 
done in the rost Office,” 

Lf our correspondeut’s letters were de- 
livered to the firm to whom hia vessel was 
consigned here, and lay there for a con- 
siderable length of time, the fault was 
certainly not the Postmaster General’s nor 
that of any official in the G. P, 0. ; the 
blame rested with the Obinese firm he 
formerly served uader. A standiag form is 
kept (F, 124) in the General Post Ottice ox- 
pressing regret that requeats of the nature 

by out corresponds: 
cannot be compiled with, and it rons 
thus — 

*¢1t would be impossible for the Officers 
of this Department to bear in mind the 
names of porrous who wish the addresses 
on their letters, dio. to be disregarded, and 
I need hardly say that such addresses form 
the only effective gu.danco in sorting, 

“1 can therefore only suggest that you 
should make arrangements to have your 
correspondence, as soon as possible, directed 
as you wish it to ba delivered, and to ob- 
tain it, in the meanwhile, from the addreas 
to which it will necessarily be sent.” 

Firms whose oorrespondesoe was kept 
back so that the name of every in- 
dividual addressee should bo read 
and noted by a clerk specially sot 
apart for the purpose would have the 
highest reason to complain, the more 
80 as correspondence dealt with in this 
manner could not be delivered until pro- 
bably something like a oouple of hours after 
the local delivery, And where, out of the 
ataff at the command of the P.M. G., could 
men be fonnd to do this daty for every 
one who applied? We would only farther 
point ont that the manner of application 
followed by our correspondent was not the 
proper one, He oug it to have applied per- 
sonally at the Post Office instead of sending 
a coolie with @ closed Memo, form so per- 
sistently as to make bimself 4 nuisance and 
@ bore to tho Department. This would 
particularly apply where, as in the cane of 
our correspondent, the letter was uuder-paid 
and certain charges had to be collected on 
it,—Ep. C. M.]
